WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (/P>—The 
government today eased its five- 
day-old wage “freeze” for 475,000 
coal 
miners 
and 
perhaps 
many 
thousands of others caught in the 
federal crackdown on inflation. 
Simultaneously, the Office of Price 
Stabilization prepared an order lift­ 
ing the price lid on coal prices to 
m atch the wage boost. 
By a 6 to 3 vote, the Wage Stab­ 
ilization Board approved all wage 
raises agreed upon by the Jan. 25 
“freeze” date—providing the raises 
apply to a pay period beginning 
Feb 9 or earlier. 
At first, board officials were un­ 
decided 
whether the new 
order 
would apply only to a $1.60-a-day 
wage hike for 400,000 soft coal m in­ 
ers or also take in a similar raise 
for 75.000 hard-coal miners. 
Tonight the board’s executive di­ 
rector. W. Willard Wirtz. ruled th at 
it applied to both. 
W irtz said the hard-coal agree­ 
m ent had actually been negotiated 
with "a meeting of minds in every 
substantial way" before the Jan. 25 
deadline, even though the contract 
was not signed until Jan. 26.

Possible Strike Headed Off 


Both the soft and hard coal con­ 
tracts are effective tomorrow, Feb. L 
W irtz’s ruling, in the board’s first

Soft coal operators said in grant­ 
ing the wage increase th at it would 
require a boost of 25 to 50 cents a 
ton. 


Federal Workers Not Exempt 


Officials said late today an order 
dealing with the price increase would 
be issued “in a day or two/* 
Along with the wage modifica­ 
tion order, the board issued three 
other “clarifying” statements, de­ 
claring : 
1. State, county and municipal 
employes—but not federal workers— 
are exempt from the wage freeze. 
However, the board said state 
and local governments are “expect­ 
ed" to conform to the wage freeze 
and to the board’s wage policies. 
2. The freeze applies to payments 
into a pension fund, overtime rates, 
bonuses, vacation and holiday pay, 
and higher rates for night shifts. 
3 Wage increases are authorized, 
without board approval, when nec­ 
essary to comply with the wage- 
hour law and other statutes.

Falls In Canada, Killing Four 


THREE RIVERS. Que., Jan. 31 (JP)

Four persons, 
caught in their cars on collapsing 
spans, fell to an icy death. Quebec 
Premier Maurice Duplessis charged 
the bridge was “sabotaged by sub­ 
versive elements.” 
Mayor J. A. Mongr&in said the 
catastrophe “could have been avoid­ 
ed ’ and called a special meeting of 
the City Council to look into the 
k* of the broad steel and concrete 
structure. 
The nine-span highway bridge, 
more than a third of a mile long, 
was closed to heavy traffic for a 
time last winter until cracks could 
be repaired.

1,000,000th Yank 
May Die In Spring 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31 UP)—A new 
unknown soldier soon may fall on a 
Korean battlefield — the millionth 
American fighting man to die in all 
wars in U. S. history—the Associa­ 
tion of Casualty and Surety Com­ 
panies predicted today.

mans take up arms again. 
U. S. High Commissioner * John J. 
McCloy and Gen. Thomas T. Handy, 
U. S. military commander, also: 
1. Confirmed the death sentences 
of seven. 
2. Granted immediate freedom to 
33 prisoners, including Krupp and 
his aides and former Air Force Lt. 
Gen. Wilhelm Speidel, brother of 
former Gen. Hans Speidel, who is 
one of the negotiators with the West­ 
ern Powers on rearmament. Krupp 
had been serving a 12-year sentence, 
LL Gen. Speidel 20 years. 
3. Shortened' the prison terms 
of 36. 
4. Announced that more than 400 
other prison sentences fixed by U. S. 
war crimes courts are being re­ 
viewed. 
5. Restored the property rights of 
42-year-old Krupp in the sprawling 
$500,000,000 munitions empire con­ 
fiscated by Hitler in 1943 and ad­ 
ministered by the Allies since the 
war. 


Internal Security 
Act Is Challenged 
By U. S. Communists

The action was filed in Federal 
District Court here on behalf of the 
party, William Z. Foster, its chair­ 
man, and Gus Hall, its national 
secretary. 
The suit was directed 
against McGrath and the five mem­ 
bers of the Subversive Activities 
Control Board, whose chairman is 
Seth W. Richardson. 


American Commie Glad To Be Back 
In ll. S. After Trip To Iron Curtain 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31 (ZP) — An 
outcast American Communist, who 
tried to make a pilgrimage to his 
Soviet shrine, came home today 
“glad to be back and sorry I le f t - 
even temporarily.” 
He was Arden Perin, 29, who said 
he found the going tough behind 
the iron curtain. 
“Some people learn the expen­ 
sive way,’’ he said of his trip. 
Perin, a marine engineer, came 
home on the liner Washington, 
with his wife, Lilyan, 25, and their 
six-months-old daughter, Dolores. 
“I’ve lost my interest in Com­ 
munism after seeing it in practice,’’ 
he told newsmen. 
Perin, 
short 
and 
dark-haired, 
said his family flew to Finland last 
Nov. 28 where he planned to get a 
Job. It didn’t materialize. 
He said he then tried to go to 


Russia, but authorities would not 
let him in. 
So Perin and his family went to 
Prague, in Soviet-dominated Cze­ 
choslovakia. 
He said they were placed under 
house 
arrest and treated 
“very 
brutally, not physically, but men­ 
tally.’’ 
Finally, Perin said, Czech offi­ 
cials gave him two hours to get 
out of the country or else be sent 
to Russia “where they know how 
to treat your kind." 
Perin, with no further yen for 
Russia, took the hint.

Most legislators 
realize one w ay to keep teachers 
in the schools is to pay them better 
salaries. 
Labor May Back Bill 
The Associated Press quotes House 
Speaker 
Luber 
(D-Balto-5th) 
as 
commenting yesterday “ W e cannot 
afford to w ait until the loss of 
teachers is critical. Action would be 
necessary regardless of where the 
money comes from." 
Senate President Della (D-Balto- 
6th) said he m ay personally sponsor 
a bill to raise teachers’ salaries. It 
depends largely on whether any un­ 
allocated money lies in the $23,500,- 
000 fund for hospital construction 
he said. 
Kopp said the $2,400 starting pay 
for new teachers in this county is 
not sufficient for a married man 
with a fam ily. 
He said the school system is get­ 
ting m any ex-GI's who were m ar­ 
ried during college years and have 
one or more children. 
W ith meat a dollar a pound and 
coffee a dollar a pound, high rents, 


income tax, and other costs to be 
met, he doesn’t blame them for leav­ 
ing the teaching profession for more 
i lucrative positions in industry. 
Local Conference Held 


The Allegany County board of 
Education is awaiting state action 
on the pay raise. The county teach 
ers association and the board had a 
discussion several weeks ago, Kopp 
said, to survey the economic situa­ 
tion. 
According to school officials two 
important facts facing citizens to­ 
day as this pay raise comes to the 
action stage are: 
1. Schools must be maintained and 
teachers should not leave here as 
they did during W orld W a r I I be 
cause of needed pay. 
2. Teachers do not have enough 
to make ends meet. 
All of this is in view of the peak 
enrollment for the county which is 
to evolve in 1953 and 1954, Kopp 
added.

In the General Assembly there is 
a movement for a general wage in ­ 
crease for teachers. Most legislators 
realize one way to keep teachers 
in the schools is to pay them better 
salaries. 
Labor M ay Back B ill 
The Associated Press quotes House 
Speaker 
Luber 
(D-Balto-5th) 
as 
commenting yesterday “ W e cannot 
afford to w ait until the loss of 
teachers is critical. Action would be 
necessary regardless of where the 
money comes from .” 
Senate President D ella (D-Balto- 
6th) said he m ay personally sponsor 
a bill to raise teachers’ salaries. It 
depends largely on whether any un­ 
allocated money lies in the $23,500,- 
000 fund for hospital construction 
he said. 
Kopp said the $2,400 starting pay 
for new teachers in this county is 
not sufficient for a m arried man 
w ith a fam ily. 
He said the school system is get­ 
ting m any ex-G I’s who were m ar­ 
ried during college years and have 
one or more children. 
W ith m eat a dollar a pound and 
coffee a dollar a pound, high rents, 


income tax, and other costs to be 
met, he doesn’t blame them for leav­ 
ing the teaching profession for more 
lucrative positions in industry.

The Allegany County board of 
Education is awaiting state action 
on the pay raise. The county teach­ 
ers association and the board had a 
discussion several weeks ago, Kopp 
Isaid, to survey the economic situa­ 
tion. 
According to school officials two 
im portant facts facing citizens to- 
jday as this pay raise comes to the 
action stage are: 
1. Schools must be m aintained and 
teachers should not leave here as 
they did during W orld W ar I I be­ 
cause of needed pay. 
2. Teachers do not have enough 
j to make ends meet. 
A ll of this is in view of the peak 
enrollm ent for the county which is 
to evolve in 1953 and 1954, Kopp 
added.

FEPC By Fiat? 


A Fair Employment Practice Commission created 
by executive order is understood to be under consider­ 
ation by President Truman. It would function during 
the present emergency to prevent discrimination by 
race, color or creed in employment in defense indus­ 
tries and also under government contracts or sub­ 
contracts. 
An FEPC functioned for five years during World 
War II. It was set up by executive order of President 
Roosevelt in 1941. Congress later provided funds for 
this temporary FEPC but rejected an appropriation to 
continue it beyond the war period. Inasmuch as 
legislation of 1944 had forbidden any executive agency 
to use government funds for over a year unless 
Congress had appropriated for it, the wartime FEPC 
shut up shop in May, 1946. 
The 1944 legislation is still on the statute books. 
And the Supplemental Appropriation Act for 1951 
provides that none of an additional $10 million made 
available to the President for use in defense emergen­ 
cies shall be used to finance programs for which 
appropriations heretofore have 
been 
denied 
by 
Congress. 
The FEPC of 1941-46 received more than 12,000 
complaints, managed to have the alleged discrimina­ 
tion in employment ended in almost 5,000 instances, 
dismissed about 6,000 complaints for lack of evidence 
or jurisdiction. Its jurisdiction was limited to employ­ 
ment in essential industries and In government 
agencies, and it had no power of subpoena. 
Last year th-? House by vote of 221 to 178 
substituted a “voluntary” FEPC bill for a bill creating 
an FEPC with enforcement powers. The substitute bill 
then was passed by vote of 240 to 177. A compulsory 
FEPC bill was brought up in the Senate but was 
stymied by a determined Southern filibuster. Under 
present conditions it is unlikely that funds for an 
FEPC set up by executive order could be got through 
Congress.

He will discuss the 
practicability of the plans for defending Western 
Europe with collective forces, including American 
divisions. 
Acheson submitted to questioning after his formal 
address. Thereby he revived the old proposal for 
TtfVtiir question periods at which Cabinet members 
would be Lr*terro«rated by members of the legislative 
branch. 
Eisenhower will probably not be called upon to 
answer questions from the floor at today’s meeting. 
However, he will later, at closed-door meetings of 
Senate and House committees, give details of what he 
found—and didn’t find—on his recent inspection trip 
of Europe.

Great American Poet 
It is strange that the foremost American poet of 
his day and one of the great newspaper editors of all 
time has not had his biography written for 45 years. 
This lack is about to be made good; a life of William 
Cullen Bryant Is announced for speedy publication. 
The author is Henry H. Peckham, who has written 
various books on American literary history. 
Bryant was an example of the frequent combina­ 
tion of genius with early precocity. He learned the 
alphabet at 16 months, turned the Book of Job into 
verse at 10. and at 12 knew the entire Greek New 
Testament by heart. After achieving great literary 
famo by the publication of his two finest poems, 
“Thanat-opsis” and “To A Waterfowl,” he settled down 
to his life career as editor of the New York Evening 
Post. 
Like Irving, Cooper, Hawthorne, Melville and other 
great literary figures of his time, Bryant was a stanch 
follower of Andrew Jackson. The later indorsement 
of the slavery interests by the Democratic Party led 
him to join the Republican Party on its formation, 
and as an editor belonging to the governing party he 
had wide influence until his death in 1878. 
He deserves to be brought anew to popular 
attention.

Interception 
Gen. Omar Bradley, top officer of the U. S. armed 
forces, had some words of cheer for the country—or 
at least words to ease some of the tension. He told n 
Senate subcommittee: 
“The Army, Navy and Air Force that are planned 
are sufficient, in my opinion, to avert disaster for our 
country. There is little real danger now of the con­ 
tinental United States being invaded and overrun, so 
far as we can see.” 
But, he added no matter how strong the nation's 
defense air arm, “If a determined enemy is willing to 
expend the effort, some bombers will get through.” 
Did he mean, possibly, a Pearl Harbor brand of get­ 
ting through to one of the country’s great cities? He 
couldn’t rule out the possibility of the atomic sneak 
attack without a declaration of war. What he did say 
was that the country would not have to take a 
general plastering from the sky. 
There Is already some protection against the sneak 
attack, of course, and it will be improved steadily. 
There Is radar on watch from aircraft and picket 
vessels at sea, from land-based stations around the 
continental perimeter, including the Arctic. Fighter 
planes are ready to take off and try to intercept a 
“bogy.” The big bombers of General LeMay’s Strategic 
Air C om m and are in constant readiness for long flights 
fully loaded. Air defense includes retaliation as well 
as Interception.

HE SUBJECT of venereal dis­ 
ease is no longer taboo; it is 
aired 
freely 
in 
newspapers, 
magazines, and pamphlets. It 
is discussed over the radio, on bill­ 
boards, and even from airplanes 
flying above the city. This is in 
marked contrast to grandm a's day 
when the topic was classified in the 
hush-hush category. 
Has this publicity produced the 
desired results? We believe th at it 
lias made the general public aware 
of the dangers and of the need for 
treatm ent but it has not banished 
venereal disease. Furthermore, in 
certain studies there was no evi­ 
dence th at these particular public 
health programs had any effect on 
sexual behavior. Surveys of this n a­ 
ture usually are made upon those 
who have acquired the disease and 
we will never know how many 
others were favorably influenced by 
the 
campaigns. 
Individuals 
who 
have not become Infected are not 
likely to be interviewed on m atters 
of this nature. 


Promiscuity perpetuates venereal 
disease. It is obvious th at an in­ 
dividual who has relations with ten 
persons stands a greater chance of 
becoming infected than if the con­ 
tacts were confined to one. Educa­ 
tion has helped to discourage prom­ 
iscuity in home but not in certain 
groups such as the poorly educated 
and none too bright. Many have no 
concept of social welfare and come 
from broken, unstable homes. They 
also are heavy drinkers and seldon* 
respond to scolding or sermons on 
their misconduct. However, when 
gonorrhea or syphilis is detected, 
they no longer neglect it. In this 
respect, 
education had 
been 
of 
value because . the m ajority were 
made to realize the importance of 
treatm ent. 
By contrast, in the better educa­ 
ted, the incidence of promiscuity 
has been reduced by general dis­ 
cussions of the hazards. The young­ 
er set also has been influenced. 
Many authorities believe th a t pro­ 
per instruction of boys and girls is 
the answer. They should be taught 
the dangers of drinking too much. 
Furthermore, sex problems are less 
likely to arise when provisions are 
made for adequate community acti­ 
vities for young people. Programs 
of this nature also aid in making

emotionally. W hen the time comes 
to m arry and settle down, there is 
more chance of a successful m ar­ 
riage. 


The 
problems 
associated 
with 
venereal education are not diffi­ 
cult. There is no secret as to how 
the diseases are transm itted. The 
two m ain types are syphilis and 
gonorrhea. The latter generally is 
localized to the area of contact and 
a discharge is the most frequent 
manifestation. 
The 
response 
to 
penicillin and other antibiotics is 
dram atic but if the disease is neg­ 
lected serious complications may 
ensue. Syphilis is a more wide­ 
spread malady and if untreated 
may affect the heart, brain, and 
other organs. The initial symptom 
usually is a painless sore (chancre) 
in or about the area of contact, 
which develops several weeks after 
the infection has been contracted. 
Good remedies are available and 
treatm ent is no longer tedious and 
prolonged over m onths or years as 
in the past.

I was told th a t 
If a baby snake is swallowed by a 
person it could live In his stomach 
and grow to full m aturity. Is this 
true?

No. Snakes require oxygen and if 
one were swallowred in all probabil­ 
ity it would be killed by the acid in 
the stomach. On the other hand, 
intestinal worms usually are not 
swallowed but hatch from eggs th at 
have been consumed. These eggs 
are protected from the stomach 
juices by a special coating until 
they can reach the colon.

Truman Advisers Endorse St. Lawrence Seaway; Congressman Blatmck Calls 


For Quick Action; Chairman Wallgren Wants FPC Transferred To Colorado 


WASHINGTON—President 
T ru­ 
m an and top advisers decided last 
week th at the St. Lawrence W ater­ 
way, a raging issue in Congress for 
two decades, m ust no longer be 
delayed if the United States is to 
m aintain a strong defense in the 
future. 
Most surprising endorsement of 
the seaway came from Mobilization 
Boss Charles Wilson, who once op­ 
posed it. However, even such implac­ 
able foes as Sen. Tom Connally of 
Texas, chairm an of the Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, 
and 
Rep. 
• Charles Buckley of New York have 
now promised not to impede the 
proposed canal joining Detroit and 
Chicago with the Atlantic Ocean. 
Citing the need for quick action, 
two-fisted Rep. John Blatnik of 
Minnesota, leading House crusader 
for the St. Lawrence Waterway, 
told the 
W hite 
House 
meeting: 
“There is no need for long hearings 
on this. We know the whole story 
from previous hearings. We also 
know th at we face a serious deficit 
of iron ore for defense (steel) in 
the next few years unless we draw 
on the vast deposits in Labrador the 
proposed waterway can bring us.” 
“There’s 
still 
another 
reason,” 
suggested President Truman. “Can­ 
ada has been waiting 41 years for 
us to help her construct the water­ 
way and is getting impatient. If we 
don’t move now, Canada may go 
ahead with the construction of the 
canal and electric-power develop­ 
m ent without our partnership. If 
th at happens, there will be no joint 
control of the waterway. Instead, 
Canada will have complete control 
and ownership. 
“Isn’t it a lot better,” continued 
the President, “to accept the joint 
partnership control Canada has of­ 
fered us and make sure th at our 
interests in this vital link to Cana­ 
dian ore deposits are safeguarded 
in the future?” 
“I think so,” agreed Wilson, for­ 
mer 
head 
of 
General 
Electric. 
“When electric power was the main 
factor of the proposed seaway, I 
was against it, because there were 
other ways to get power. But navi­ 
gation and the need for Canadian 
ore are now the param ount con­ 
siderations.” 


Texas Tom Yields 


Interior Secretary Oscar Chap­ 
m an also supported Truman, -as did 
two other potent figures at the 
closed-door conference, Maj. Gen. 
Lewis Pick, chief of Army Engi­ 
neers, and 
GOP Sen. Alexander 
Wiley of Wisconsin. 
Wiley remarked th at if Trum an 
“held a few more meetings like this 
one. I ’ll bet you could convince the 
railroad owners 
who 
have 
been 
blocking the seaway.” Turning to 
Senator Connally, the Wisconsinite 
jibed: “Tom, you’ve done a little 
blocking yourself.” 
W hen the big Texan growled a 
denial, Wiley continued: “Well, then 
you’ve stacked subcommittees against 
the bill.” 
“W hat you mean to say is that 
I have refused to go along with you 
when you tried to get me to stack 
subcommittees with proponents of 
the St. Lawrence Waterway," shot 
back Connally. 
However, Texas Tom made it clear 
th at he wouldn’t stand in the way 
if the majority of both houses fav­ 
ored the waterway. He then m anag­ 
ed a smile when, sitting close to 
Wiley for a news picture, the Wis­ 
consin Senator wisecracked: “I see 
you’ve shifted to my side.” 


Truman’s Old Crony 


It is now pretty well agreed that 
one of the best things Sen. Harry 
Byrd of Virginia ever did was to 
stop the appointment of the Presi-

dent’s crony, Mon Wallgren, to be 
chairm an of the National Security 
Resources Board. 
Thanks in part to Senator Byrd, 
the cx-Senator from W ashington 
wras shunted from the vitally im­ 
portant war board to what was con­ 
sidered a safe roosting place, the 
chairm anship of the Federal Power 
Commission. 
Here, however, Wallgren has been 
such a flop th at even his old friend 
in the White House is reported dis­ 
appointed with him. 
W allgren’s latest dilettantism is a 
move to transfer the Federal Power 
Commission to Colorado Springs— 
because the climate is better. Also 
Mon would be nearer his home state 
of W ashington where he wants to 
run for the Senate again. Finally, 
Mon has some real estate in South­ 
ern California and he wants to be 
closer to it than Washington, D. C. 
On top of this, Wallgren seems to 
have forgotten one of the mast 
courageous battles ever staged by 
his friend in the W hite House— 
namely, Trum an’s veto of the Kerr 
N atural Gas Bill. 
Vigorous wire-pullers for this bill 
were Senator Kerr, Oklahoma, and 
his silent oil partner, Phillips Petro­ 
leum. Phillips is now up for inves­ 
tigation by the FPC for unnecessari­ 
ly hiking rates to the State of Wis­ 
consin and the City of Detroit. Fear 
of these high rates was one reason 
why Trum an vetoed the K err Bill. 
But despite this, Wallgren voted 
against his old friend in the W hite 
House to sidetrack the probe. 
The investigation of Phillips was 
requested by Wisconsin and Detroit 
two long years ago. In th at y e a r- 
1948—Phillips paid dividends of 18.7 


per cent on common stock and sur­ 
plus, but even so, hiked its rates to 
northern gas users. 


Pipeline Politics 


Most recent move by Wallgren 
which is against Truman policy is 
to O.K. a $58,000,000 natural gas 
pipeline to New England for Texas 
Eastern—which cooperated with and 
helps to protect Koppers Coke, a 
part of the Andrew Mellon indus­ 
trial empire. This line was opposed 
by both Democrat and Republican 
leaders in New England, including 
Gov. Sherm an Adams and Senator 
Tobey of New Hampshire, both Re­ 
publicans; and Senators McMahon 
of Connecticut and Green of Rhode 
Island, both Democrats. They favor 
the cheaper $38,000,000 Northeastern 
pipeline to New England, claim New* 
England cannot afford to be saddled 
with two lines and such heavy ex­ 
pense. 
NOTE—A 
lot 
of 
politics—both 
Democratic and Republican — is 
mixed up in this i>ower commission 
maneuvering. On the Democratic 
side, it was Phillips Petroleum which 
conveniently put its private plane 
at the disposal of Democratic big­ 
wigs to fly to Kansas City for the 
Bill Boyle dinner. On the Repub­ 
lican side it is Phillips Petroleum 
which hires Neil Tolman as Its 
W ashington lobbyist. Tolman, for­ 
mer campaign manager for GOP 
Sen. Styles Bridges of New Hamp­ 
shire. is a potent means of reaching 
the Federal Power Commission. For 
Bridges packs powerful influence 
with Nelson Lee Smith, also fr. -n 
New Hampshire and GOP membt* 
of the Commission.

W ashington official a positive 
comment on whether we plan 
to keep our forces in Korea or bring 
them home, one m ust search else­ 
where tor particulars. 
James R. Young, of the Anderson 
(S.C.) Daily Mail, who served 15 
years in the Orient for INS (some 
of it in a Japanese prison), sends 
me his thought on the trying prob­ 
lem: 
“I have not seen stat 
an obser­ 
vation on w hat might happen if we 
did abruptly leave Korea. I submit 
one based on my years jn th at part 
of the world. 
“Korea is a peninsula with several 
all year ’round ports open to ship­ 
ping. 
Vladivostok, 
the 
U.S.S.R.’s 
Siberian port, is closed for several 
of the winter months, as are two 
ports in North Korea, Rashiu and 
Seishin. The Soviet Union, in seiz­ 
ing all of coveted Korea, would use 
it most certainly as a spring board 
for the planned attack on Japan. 
“The Russian attack on Japan, 
I believe, would utilize Korean and 
and Chinese forces because it would 
be comparatively simple for the 
Russians to stir up the needed h at­ 
red of Japan. Both Korea and 
China have a long backlog of anti- 
Japanese feeling. 
“In the event of a complete vic­ 
tory in Korea, and a well-planned 
attack on Japan from Korean bases, 
I believe th at the massacre of Jap ­ 
anese and their American friends 
would be on an appalling scale. 
“In Japan today there are at 
least 3,000,000 Japanese Commun­ 
ists whose leaders underwent exten­ 
sive training in Moscow’. We con­ 
tributed to the Communist popula­ 
tion by releasing all Japan Reds 
from their jails after V-J Day, and 


also we arranged for many Jap 
Communists, wTio had been exiled 
to China, to return home. In addi­ 
tion, Russia is training and indoc­ 
trinating a great many of the ap­ 
proximately 300,000 Japanese offi­ 
cers and troops she captured dur­ 
ing the closing days of the war and 
took into Russia. They are sent 
back to Japan, to bore from within, 
just as soon as the Russians feel 
certain th at they wdll remain Com­ 
mies. 
“The Japanese Communists would 
participate in the mass slaughter of 
the Emporer, still a symbol of unity, 
•plus his family and associates dur­ 
ing what could well be a revolution 
timed to coincide with the landing 
of traditional enemies on the Jap ­ 
anese beaches. 
“If Japan falls under Russian In­ 
fluence (while Russia sits back and 
says that Korean and Chinese ‘vol­ 
unteers’ did the whole thing out of 
fear 
th at 
Japanese 
rearm am ent 
m eant a rebirth of its imperialism) 
the Soviets would use the islands 
as bases for an attack on the United 
States. 
"The entire northwest section of 
the U. S. can be hit, with compara­ 
tive ease, from Japan. The Japanese 
proved th at during World W ar II 
with their primitive armed balloons 
(one of which, incidentally, hit the 
main power lines leading to our 
vast plutonium plant at Hanford, 
Wash.) 
“T hat kind of attack could be 
stepped up considerably, with the 
wind-borne balloons carrying not 
only bombs but poisons and blights 
which could be spread among the 
people, cattle and grain crops of 
the noithwest; or incendiaries for 
its forests.

HERE is one key fact, which 
hardly anyone see ins to have 
noticed, in the mess we are in 
about China. The House has 
passed a ringing resolution. 
The 
Senate 
has 
followed 
suit. 
The 
American 
delegation 
Is 
moving 
heaven and earth to get the United 
nations to brand China as an ag­ 
gressor. 
But beyond the gentlest 
tap on the wrist, the Administration 
has not yet agreed how the Chinese 
are to be punished, when and if they 
are formally found guilty of their 
crime. 
The situation was almost comic­ 
ally dramatized by a recent meeting 
with the President of the State and 
Defense Departm ent leaders, some 
rumors of which have got about. If 
the rumors are correct, every sort 
of move was canvassed solemnly and 
at length. Some objection was found 
to each one. And at the clase, with 
nothing accomplished, the President 
dissolved the gathering with a com­ 
pliment on a fruitful discussion. 
All kinds of plans have indeed 
been drawn up. The most extreme 
is a project to support the several 
hundred thousand Chinese anti­ 
com m unist 
guerrillas 
with 
air­ 
dropped supplies; to reinforce the 
guerrillas’ operations by air attacks 
on China’s highly vulnerable lines 
of internal communication; and to 
aid Chiank Kai-shek’s forces to land 
in the easily defensible Atnoy area. 
In the middle ground, there are 
variants on the basic theme of a 
naval blockade of the China coast. 
And the tap on the wrist is repre­ 
sented by a plan to proclaim an 
international long range embargo 
on trade with Communist China. 


Exposure of Weakness 


The objections to these plans 
should be obvious enough. The all- 
out attem pt to discommode the 
Peking government by stirring up 
their internal enemies would very 
probably achieve its immediate ob­ 
ject. But it would also call into 
operation the Sino-Soviet pact, thus 
quite possibly bringing on what it 
is most desirable to avoid—a major 
war in Asia. And in the eyes of the 
worried British and Europeans, who 
can only think about the larger 
struggle with the Soviet Union, this 
sort of American action in China 
would convict the United States of 
“starting the war.” including any 
future war in Europe. 
The naval blockade of the China 
coast would place too heavy a strain 
on our available naval resources, 
and would necessarily include a 
blockade of Port Arthur, which is 
a Russian harbor. As for the tap 
on the wrist of a long range trade

OYALTY is not a debatable 
question. 
No 
society 
can 
tolerate 
disloyalty 
to 
itself; 
otherwise it would decay from 
the vileness of its own members. 
Therefore, every government rejects 
the right of a traitor to be a traitor, 
even though, in a free society, the 
individual may claim freedom of 
thought and action. 
In oldfashion- 
ed wars, which were genteel to a 
degree, the spy and traitor per­ 
formed unmistakable functions and 
therefore his labors could be readily 
evaluated and his character judged. 


Recognizing these postulates 
as basic, it is not remarkable 
that such strong efforts have 
been put forth over the years 
to conceal, to cover up. to pro­ 
tect treason and traitors. 
The 
politicians 
in 
office, 
seeking 
only their private advancement, 
lack the knowledge to recognize 
modern treason for what it is. 
Modern treason is a nor-mili­ 
tary activity, performed con­ 
stantly and unrelated to the 
time limits of a state of war. 
The Dies Committee, shabbily 
treated even by the Democratic 
Party of which Congressman 
Dies was a member, laid the 
foundation for a technique of 
discovering treason in peace­ 
time. 
Every effort was made 
by the Administration, from the 
very start, to give to that com­ 
mittee the appearance of the 
ridiculous. 


The Dies Committee performed 
an outstanding service to this coun­ 
try because it laid the foundation 
for a study of Marxist infiltration 
into American life.

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FEPC By Fiat? 
A Fair Employment Practice Commission created 
by executive order is understood to be under consider­ 
ation by President Truman. It would function during 
the present emergency to prevent discrimination by 
race, color or creed in employment in defense indus­ 
tries and also under government contracts or sub­ 
contracts. 
An FEPC functioned for five years during World 
War IL It was set up by executive order of President 
Roosevelt In 1941. Congress later provided funds for 
this temporary FEPC but rejected an appropriation to 
continue it beyond the war period. Inasmuch as 
legislation of 1944 had forbidden any executive agency 
to use government funds for over a year unless 
Congress had appropriated for it, the wartime FEPC 
shut up shop in May, 1946. 
The 1944 legislation is still on the statute books. 
And the Supplemental Appropriation Act for 1951 
provides that none of an additional $10 million made 
available to the President for use In defense emergen­ 
cies shall be used to finance programs for which 
appropriations heretofore have been 
denied 
by 
Congress. 
The FEPC of 1941-46 received more than 12,000 
complaints, managed to have the alleged discrimina­ 
tion in employment ended in almost 5,000 instances, 
dismissed about 6,000 complaints for lack of evidence 
or jurisdiction. Its jurisdiction was limited to employ­ 
ment in essential industries and In government 
agencies, and it had no power of subpoena. 
Last year the House by vote of 221 to 178 
substituted a “voluntary” FEPC bill for a bill creating 
an FEPC with enforcement powers. The substitute bill 
then was passed by vote of 240 to 177. A compulsory 
FEPC bill was brought up in the Senate but was 
stymied by a determined Southern filibuster. Under 
present conditions it is unlikely that funds for an 
FEPC set up by executive order could be got through 
Congress.

Great American Poet 
It Is strange that the foremost American poet of 
his day and one of the great newspaper editors of all • 
time has not had his biography written for 45 years. 
This lack is about to be made good; a life of William 
Cullen Bryant is announced for speedy publication. 
The author is Henry H. Peckham, who has written 
various books on American literary history. 
Bryant was an example of the frequent combina­ 
tion of genius with early precocity. He learned the 
alphabet at 16 months, turned the Book of Job into 
verse at IO, and at 12 knew the entire Greek New 
Testament by heart. After achieving great literary 
fame by the publication of his two finest poems, 
“Thanatopsis” and “To A Waterfowl,” he settled down 
to his life career as editor of the New York Evening 
Post. 
Like Irving. Cooper, Hawthorne, Melville and other 
great literary figures of his time, Bryant was a stanch 
follower of Andrew Jackson. The later indorsement 
of the slavery interests by the Democratic Party led 
him to join the Republican Party on its formation, 
and as an editor belonging to the governing party he 
had wide influence until his death in 1878. 
He deserves to be brought anew to popular 
attention.

Venereal Disease 
Education

HE SUBJECT of venereal dis­ 
ease is no longer taboo; it is 
aired 
freely 
in 
newspapers, 
magazines, and pamphlets. It 
discussed over the radio, on bill­ 
boards, and even from airplanes 
flying above the city. This is in 
marked contrast to grandmas day 
when the topic was classified in the 
hush-hush category. 
Has this publicity produced the 
desired results? We believe that it 
has made the general public aware 
of the dangers and of the need for 
treatment but it has not banished 
venereal disease. Furthermore, in 
certain studies there was no evi­ 
dence that these particular public 
health programs had any effect on 
sexual behavior. Surveys of this na­ 
ture usually are made upon those 
who have acquired the disease and 
we will never know how many 
others were favorably influenced by 
the 
campaigns. 
Individuals 
who 
have not become infected are not 
likely to be interviewed on matters 
of this nature. 


Promiscuity perpetuates venereal 
disease. It is obvious that an in­ 
dividual who has relations with ten 
persons stands a greater chance of 
becoming infected than if the con­ 
tacts were confined to one. Educa­ 
tion has helped to discourage prom­ 
iscuity in home but not in certain 
groups such as the poorly educated 
and none too bright. Many have no 
concept of social welfare and come 
from broken, unstable homes. They 
also are heavy drinkers and seldom 
respond to scolding or sermons on 
their misconduct. However, when 
gonorrhea or syphilis is detected, 
they no longer neglect it. In this 
respect, education had 
been of 
value because. the majority were 
made to realize the importance of 
treatment. 
By contrast, in the better educa­ 
ted, the incidence of promiscuity 
has been reduced by general dis­ 
cussions of the hazards. The young­ 
er set also has been influenced. 
Many authorities believe that pro­ 
per instruction of boys and girls is 
the answer. They should be taught 
the dangers of drinking too much. 
Furthermore, sex problems are less 
likely to arise when provisions are 
made fen: adequate community acti­ 
vities for young people. Programs 
of this nature also aid in making 
these 
youngsters 
more 
mature 
emotionally. When the time comes 
to marry and settle down, there is 
more chance of a successful mar­ 
riage. 


The 
problems 
associated 
with 
venereal education are not diffi­ 
cult. There is no secret as to how 
tile diseases are transmitted. The 
two main types are syphilis and 
gonorrhea. The latter generally is 
localized to the area of contact and 
a discharge is the most frequent 
manifestation. 
The 
response 
to 
penicillin and other antibiotics is 
dramatic but if the disease is neg­ 
lected serious complications may 
ensue. Syphilis is a more wide­ 
spread malady and if untreated 
may affect the heart, brain, and 
other organs. The initial symptom 
usually is a painless sore (chancre) 
in or about the area of contact, 
which develops several weeks after 
the infection has been contracted. 
Good remedies are available and 
treatment is no longer tedious and 
prolonged over months or years as 
in the past.

FIRST HIBERNATING ANIMAL OUT 


Gen. Omar Bradley, top officer of the U. S. armed 
forces, had some words of cheer for the country—or 
at least words to ease some of the tension. He told n 
Senate subcommittee: 
“The Army* Navy and Air Force that are planned 
are sufficient, in my opinion, to avert disaster for our 
country. There is little real danger now of the con­ 
tinental United States being invaded and overrun, so 
far as we can see.” 
But, he added no m atter how strong the nation’s 
defense air arm, “If a determined enemy is willing to 
expend the effort, some bombers will get through.” 
Did he mean, possibly, a Pearl Harbor brand of get­ 
ting through to one of the country’s great cities? He 
couldn’t rule out the possibility of the atomic sneak 
attack without a declaration of war. What he did say 
was that the country would not have to take a 
general plastering from the sky. 
There is already some protection against the sneak 
attack, of course, and it will be improved steadily. 
There Is radar on watch from aircraft and picket 
vessels at sea, from land-based stations around the 
continental perimeter, including the Arctic. Fighter 
planes are ready to take off and try to intercept a 
“bogy.” The big bombers of General LeMay’s Strategic 
Air Com m and are in co n stan t readiness for long flights 
fully loaded. Air defense includes retaliation as well 
as interception.

I was told that 
ll a baby snake is swallowed by a 
person it cquld live in his stomach 
and grow to full maturity. Is this 
true? 
REPLY 
No. Snakes require oxygen and if 
one were swallowed in all probabil­ 
ity it would be killed by the acid in 
the stomach. On the other hand, 
intestinal worms usually are not 
swallowed but hatch from eggs that 
have been consumed. These eggs 
are protected from the stomach 
juices by a special coating until 
they can reach the colon. 


ALLERGIC REACTIONS 
Mrs. C. writes: I suffer from 
hives and when the welts appear 
my throat feels full and the area 
around my eyes swell. What could 
this be?

All the symptoms you mention 
could be caused by allergy. The 
throat swelling and eyelid puffiness 
probably are manifestations of sen­ 
sitivity in your case, just as in 
hives. 


WASHINGTON—President 
Tru­ 
man and top advisers decided last 
week that the St. Lawrence Water­ 
way, a raging issue in Congress for 
two decades, must no longer be 
delayed if the United States is to 
maintain a strong defense in the 
future. 
Most surprising endorsement of 
the seaway came from Mobilization 
Boss Charles Wilson, who once op­ 
posed it. However, even such implac­ 
able foes as Sen. Tom Connally of 
Texas, chairman of the Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, 
and 
Rep. 
Charles Buckley of New York have 
now promised not to Impede the 
proposed canal joining Detroit and 
Chicago with the Atlantic Ocean. 
Citing the need for quick action, 
two-fisted Rep. John Blatnik of 
Minnesota, leading House crusader 
for the St. Lawrence Waterway, 
told the 
White 
House 
meeting: 
"There is no need for long hearings 
on this. We know the whole story 
from previous hearings. We also 
know that we face a serious deficit 
of iron ore for defense (steel) in 
the next few years unless we draw 
on the vast deposits in Labrador the 
proposed waterway can bring us.” 
“There’s 
still 
another 
reason,” 
suggested President Truman. “Can­ 
ada has been waiting 41 years for 
us to help her construct the water­ 
way and is getting impatient. If we 
don’t move now, Canada may go 
ahead with the construction of the 
canal and electric-power develop­ 
ment without our partnership. If 
that happens, there will be no joint 
control of the waterway. Instead, 
Canada will have complete control 
and ownership. 
“Isn’t it a lot better,” continued 
the President, “to accept the joint 
partnership control Canada has of­ 
fered us and make sure that our 
interests in this vital link to Cana­ 
dian ore deposits are safeguarded 
in the future?” 
“I think so,” agreed Wilson, for­ 
mer 
head 
of 
General 
Electric. 
“When electric power was the main 
factor of the proposed seaway, I 
was against it, because there were 
other ways to get power. But navi­ 
gation and the need for Canadian 
ore are now the paramount con­ 
siderations.” 


Texas Tom Yields 


Interior Secretary Oscar Chap­ 
man also supported Truman, -as did 
two other potent figures at the 
closed-door conference, Maj. Gen. 
Lewis Pick, chief of Army Engi­ 
neers, and 
GOP Sen. Alexander 
Wiley of Wisconsin. 
Wiley remarked that if Truman 
“held a few more meetings like this 
one. I’ll bet you could convince the 
railroad owners 
who have 
been 
blocking the seaway.” Turning to 
Senator Connally, the Wisconsinite 
jibed: “Tom, you’ve done a little 
blocking yourself.” 
When the big Texan growled a 
denial, Wiley continued: “Well, then 
you’ve stacked subcommittees against 
the bill.” 
“What you mean to say is that 
I have refused to go along with you 
when you tried to get me to stack 
subcommittees with proponents of 
the St. Lawrence Waterway,” shot 
back Connally. 
However, Texas Tom made it clear 
that he wouldn’t stand in che way 
if the majority of both houses fav­ 
ored the waterway. He then manag­ 
ed a smile when, sitting close to 
Wiley for a news picture, the Wis­ 
consin Senator wisecracked: “I see 
you’ve shifted to my side.” 


dent’s crony, Mon Wallgren, to be 
chairman of the National Security 
Resources Board. 
Thanks in part to Senator Byrd, 
the ex-Senator from Washington 
was shunted from the vitally im­ 
portant war board to what was con­ 
sidered a safe roosting place, the 
chairmanship of the Federal Power 
Commission. 
Here, however, Wallgren has been 
such a flop that even his old friend 
in the White House is reported dis­ 
appointed with him. 
Wallgren’s latest dilettantism is a 
move to transfer the Federal Power 
Commission to Colorado Springs— 
because the climate is better. Also 
Mon would be nearer his home state 
of Washington where he wants to 
run for the Senate again. Finally, 
Mon has some real estate In South­ 
ern California and he wants to be 
closer to it than Washington, D. C. 
On top of this, Wallgren seems to 
have forgotten one of the most 
courageous battles ever staged by 
his friend in the White House— 
namely, Truman s veto of the Kerr 
Natural Gas Bill. 
Vigorous wire-pullers for this bill 
were Senator Kerr, Oklahoma, and 
his silent oil partner, Phillips Petro­ 
leum. Phillips is now up for inves­ 
tigation by the FPC for unnecessari­ 
ly hiking rates to the State of Wis­ 
consin and the City of Detroit. Fear 
of these high rates was one reason 
why Truman vetoed the Kerr Bill. 
But despite this, Wallgren voted 
against his old friend in the White 
House to sidetrack the probe. 
The investigation of Phillips was 
requested by Wisconsin and Detroit 
two long years ago. In that y ea r- 
1948—Phillips paid dividends of 18.7 


per cent on common stock and sur­ 
plus, but even so, hiked its rates to 
northern gas users. 


Pipeline Politics 


Most recent move by Wallgren 
which is against Truman policy is 
to O.K. a $58,000,000 natural gas 
pipeline to New England for Texas 
Eastern—which cooperated with and 
helps to protect Hoppers Coke, a 
part of the Andrew Mellon indus­ 
trial empire. This line was opposed 
by both Democrat and Republican 
leaders in New England, including 
Gov. Sherman Adams and Senator 
Tobey of New Hampshire, both Re­ 
publicans; and Senators McMahon 
of Connecticut and Green of Rhode 
Island, both Democrats. They favor 
the cheaper $38,000,000 Northeastern 
pipeline to New England, claim New 
England cannot afford to be saddled 
with two lines and such heavy ex­ 
pense. 
NOTE—A 
lot of 
politics—both 
Democratic and Republican — is 
mixed up in this power commission 
maneuvering. On tile Democratic 
side, it was Phillips Petroleum which 
conveniently put its private plane 
at the disposal of Democratic big­ 
wigs to fly to Kansas City for the 
Bill Boyle dinner. On the Repub­ 
lican side it is Phillips Petroleum 
which hires Neil Tolman as its 
W ashington lobbyist. Tolman, for­ 
mer campaign manager for GOP 
Sen. Styles Bridges of New Hamp­ 
shire. Is a potent means of reaching 
the Federal Power Commission. For 
Bridges packs powerful influence 
with Nelson Lee Smith, also from 
New Hampshire and GOP member 
of the Commission. 


[HERE is one key fact, which 
hardly anyone seems to have 
noticed, In the mess we are In 
about China. Tile House ha-, 
passed a ringing resolution. The 
Senate 
has 
followed 
suit. 
Tile 
American 
delegation 
is 
moving 
heaven and earth to get the United 
nations to brand China as an ag­ 
gressor. 
But beyond the gentlest 
tap on the wrist, the Administration 
has not yet agreed how the Chinese 
are to be punished, when and if they 
are formally found guilty of their 
crime. 
Tile situation was almost comic­ 
ally dramatized by a recent meeting 
with the President of the State and 
Defense Department leaders, some 
rumors of which have got about. If 
the rumors are correct, every sort 
of move was canvassed solemnly and 
at length. Some objection was found 
to each one. And at the close, with 
nothing accomplished, the President 
dissolved the gathering with a com­ 
pliment on a fruitful discussion. 
All kinds of plans have indeed 
been drawn up. Tile most extreme 
is a project to support the several 
hundred thousand Chinese anti­ 
communist 
guerrillas 
with 
air­ 
dropped supplies; to reinforce the 
guerrillas’ operations by air attacks 
on China's highly vulnerable lines 
of internal communication; and to 
aid Chiank Kai-shek’s forces to land 
in the easily defensible Amoy area. 
In the middle ground, there are 
variants on the basic theme of a 
naval blockade of the China coast. 
And the tap on the WTist is repre­ 
sented by a plan to proclaim an 
international long range embargo 
on trade with Communist China. 


Exposure of Weakness 


The objections to these plans 
should be obvious enough. The all- 
out attem pt to discommode the 
Peking government by stirring up 
their internal enemies would very 
probably achieve its immediate ob­ 
ject. But it would also call into 
operation the Sino-Soviet pact, thus 
quite possibly bringing on what it 
is most desirable to avoid—a major 
war in Asia. And in the eyes of the 
worried British and Europeans, who 
can only think about the larger 
struggle with the Soviet Union, this 
sort of American action iii China 
would convict the United States of 
“starting the war.” including any 
future war in Europe. 
Tile naval blockade of the China 
coast would place too heavy a strain 
on our available naval resources, 
and would necessarily include a 
blockade of Port Arthur, which is 
a Russian harbor. As for the tap 
on the wrist of a long range trade 
embargo, it is what the American 
government will probably propose

LL EFFORTS having failed to 
wring from 
any responsible 
Washington official a positive 
comment on whether we plan 
to keep our forces in Korea or bring 
them home, one must search else­ 
where tor particulars. 
James R. Young, of the Anderson 
(S C.) Daily Mail, who served 15 
years in the Orient for INS (some 
of it in a Japanese prison), sends 
me his thought on the trying prob­ 
lem: 
“I have not seen stat 
an obser­ 
vation on what might happen if w’e 
did abruptly leave Korea. I submit 
one based on my years jn that part 
of the world. 
“Korea is a peninsula with several 
all year ’round ports open to {hip­ 
ping. 
Vladivostok, 
the 
U.S-S.R.’s 
Siberian port, is closed for several 
of the winter months, as are two 
ports in North Korea, Rashiu and 
Seishin. The Soviet Union, in seiz­ 
ing all of coveted Korea, would use 
it most certainly as a spring board 
for the planned attack on Japan. 
“The Russian attack on Japan, 
I believe, would utilize Korean and 
and Chinese forces because it would 
be comparatively simple for the 
Russians to stir up the needed hat­ 
red of Japan. Both Korea and 
China have a long backlog of anti- 
Japanese feeling. 
“In the event of a complete vic­ 
tory in Korea, and a well-planned 
attack on Japan from Korean bases, 
I believe that the massacre of Jap­ 
anese and their American friends 
would be on an appalling scale. 
“In Japan today there are at 
least 3,000,000 Japanese Commun­ 
ists whose leaders underwent exten­ 
sive training in Moscow. We con­ 
tributed to the Communist popula­ 
tion by releasing all Japan Reds 
from their jails after V-J Day, and 


also we arranged for many Jap 
Communists, who had been exiled 
to China, to return home. In addi­ 
tion, Russia is training and indoc­ 
trinating a great many of the ap­ 
proximately 300,000 Japanese offi­ 
cers and troops she captured dur­ 
ing the closing days of the war and 
took into Russia. They are sent 
back to Japan, to bore from within, 
just as soon as the Russians feel 
certain that they will remain Com­ 
mies. 
“Tile Japanese Communists would 
participate in the mass slaughter of 
the Emporer, still a symbol of unity, 
plus his family and associates dur­ 
ing what could well be a revolution 
timed to coincide with the landing 
of traditional enemies on the Jap ­ 
anese beaches. 
“If Japan falls under Russian in­ 
fluence (while Russia sits back and 
says that Korean and Chinese ‘vol­ 
unteers’ did the whole thing out of 
fear 
th at 
Japanese 
rearmament 
m eant a rebirth of its imperialism) 
the Soviets would use the islands 
as bases for an attack on the United 
States. 
“The entire northwest section of 
the U. S. can be hit, with compara­ 
tive ease, from Japan. The Japanese 
proved that during World War II 
with their primitive armed balloons 
(one of which, incidentally, hit the 
main power lines leading to our 
vast plutonium plant at Hanford, 
Wash.) 
"That kind of attack could be 
stepped up considerably, with the 
wind-borne balloons carrying not 
only bombs but poisons and blights 
which could be spread among the 
people, cattle and grain crops of 
the noithwest; or incendiaries for 
its forests. 
“Why dont you conduct a poll 
to see how our people feel about 
using the a-bomb now on Russia,

Recognizing these postulates 
as basic, it is not remarkable 
that such strong efforts have 
been put forth over the years 
to conceal, to cover up, to pro­ 
tect treason and traitors.

politicians 
in 
office, 
seeking 
only their private advancement, 
lack the knowledge to recognize 
modern treason for what it is. 
Modern treason is a non-mili­ 
tary activity, performed con­ 
stantly and unrelated to the 
time limits of a state of war. 
The Dies Committee, shabbily 
treated even by the Democratic 
Party of which Congressman 
Dies was a member, laid the 
foundation for a technique of 
discovering treason in peace­ 
time. 
Every effort was made 
by the Administration, from the 
very start, to give to that com­ 
mittee the appearance of the 
ridiculous. 


The Dies Committee performed 
an outstanding service to this coun­ 
try because it laid the foundation 
for a study of Marxist infiltration 
into American life. 
Its files are 
basic for any understanding of this 
problem; its reports remain the best 
source material for any study of 
treason as a continuous operation. 
Parnell Thomas, long before he 
got into trouble over a salary kick- 
back. was most viciously attacked, 
and I am not sure yet th at he was 
not punished so severely for an 
infraction not as unusual at it may 
seem, because he headed an anti­ 
communist investigative committee.

A little more than a mile away, the principal effects of the few 
dying rays that struck you could be seen only as temporary blood 
changes in a doctor's examination.

A little less than a mile from the explosion center, if you are un­ 
protected. you are almost sure to suffer illness. Less than two-thirds 
of a mile away, those caught in the open are pretty sure to soak up 
a fatal dose of radioactivity.

Atomic explosions high above ground cause the most widespread 
damage. And, as happened in Japan, when an A-bomb goes off in 
the air you are far more likely to be hurt by the bomb’s blast and 
heat waves than by its radioactivity. At Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
slightly over one-half of all deaths and Injuries were caused by blast.

Freshmen will play varisty football 
in every college where football is 
played this fall. 
We say “where football is play­ 
ed” advisedly because some schools, 
like St. Mary’s and Duquesne Uni­ 
versity already have abandoned the 
game for the duration. 


The machinery already has 
been set in motion to make 
Froth eligible and the rules may 
be changed in time to make the 
Frosh eligible for varsity base­ 
ball and other sporta this spring. 


Asa Bushnell of the Eastern Col­ 
lege Athletic Conference already 
has called a special meeting for 
March 13 of the 91 colleges in his 
organization to consider the Frosh 
problem. 
Bushnell takes a realistic stand in 
the matter. He says: “Nobody knows 
just how many boys will be taken 
from school in the military draft, 
but we must be prepared for any 
eventuality. 
“We must take every precaution 
to preserve our sports program as 
far as possible under existing con­ 
ditions and to this end it would 
seem wise to make as many boys 
available as we can. 
“Unquestionably we shall have 
freshmen playing varsity football as 
they did during World War 33. 
“I think it likely that the bars 
may be let down against the Frosh 
even in time for baseball.” 


There is an amusing angle or 
two in this situation. In actual 
practice 
many 
colleges 
will 
benefit tremendously by having 
freshmen play because they will 
have many budding stars who 
would flunk out before they had 
a chance to play as sophomores. 


Perhaps you think we are kidding 
about this. Not at all. Just ask any 
West Point official sometime how 
many potential All-America aces the 
Army has lost because the boys 
could not make the grade in class­ 
rooms. 
The Army—and the Navy, too— 
have had boys 
who 
were 
All- 
America material on a gridion but 
All-America flopperoos with the 
books. Many of our other leading 
colleges have had similar experi­ 
ences with lads who had strong 
backs but weak minds. 
With the Frosh made available, 
all colleges at least will have the 
benefit of any youngsters’ playing 
ability and if he washes out before 
his sophomore year, well, there will 
be another batch of freshmen com­ 
ing up. 
Another angle in the football set­ 
up that would be more amusing 
were It not so pitiful, was uncovered 
when Duquesne gave up the game. 


There was an immediate rush 
of cynical and ruthless individ­ 
uals to dig up the football gold 
on the Duquesne campus. They 
immediately 
started 
bidding 
against one another for choice 
nuggets. 


These college gold-diggers were 
out to lure the boys away from 
Duquesne and If you think they 
were interested in the boys’ scholas­ 
tic achievements you must be naive 
indeed. They wanted “morale build­ 
ers” and they got ’em.

Freshmen will play varisty football 
in every college where football is 
played this fall. 
We say “where football is play­ 
ed” advisedly because some schools, 
like St. Mary’s and Duquesne Uni­ 
versity already have abandoned the 
game for the duration. 


The machinery already has 
been set In motion to make 
Frosh eligible and the rules may 
be changed in time to make the 
Frosh eligible for varsity base­ 
ball and other sports this spring. 


Asa Bushnell of the Eastern Col­ 
lege Athletic Conference already 
has called a special meeting for 
March 13 of the 91 colleges in his 
organization to consider the Frosh 
problem. 
Bushnell takes a realistic stand in 
the matter. He says: “Nobody knows 
just how many boys will be taken 
from school in the military draft, 
but we must be prepared for any 
eventuality. 
“We must take every precaution 
to preserve our sports program as 
far as possible under existing con­ 
ditions and to this end it would 
seem wise to make as many boys 
available as we can. 
“Unquestionably we shall have 
freshmen playing varsity football as 
they did during World War II. 
“I think it likely that the bars 
may be let down against the Frosh 
even in time for baseball.” 


There is an amusing angle or 
two in this situation. In actual 
practice 
many 
colleges 
will 
benefit tremendously by having 
freshmen play because they will 
have many budding stars who 
woald flunk out before they had 
a chance to play as sophomores. 


Perhaps you think we are kidding 
about this. Not at all. Just ask any 
West Point official sometime how 
many potential All-America aces the 
Army has lost because the boys 
could not make the grade in class­ 
rooms. 
The Army—and the Navy, too— 
have had boys who were 
All- 
America material on a gridion but 
All-America flopperoos with the 
books. Many of our other leading 
colleges have had similar experi­ 
ences with lads who had strong 
backs but weak minds. 
With the Frosh made available, 
all colleges at least will have the 
benefit of any youngsters’ playing 
ability and if he washes out before 
his sophomore year, well, there will 
be another batch of freshmen com­ 
ing up. 
Another angle in the football set­ 
up that would be more amusing 
were It not so pitiful, was uncovered 
when Duquesne gave up the game. 


- There was an immediate rush 
of cynical and ruthless individ­ 
uals to dig up Ute football gold 
on the Duquesne campus. They 
immediately 
started 
bidding 
against one another for choice 
nuggets. 


These college gold-diggers were 
out to lure the boys away from 
Duquesne and if you think they 
were interested in the boys’ scholas­ 
tic achievements you must be naive 
indeed. They wanted “morale build­ 
ers” and they got ’em.

* City and long-distance buses were 
generally running on schedule last 
night but the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad reported some trains east 
of here as running about an hour 
late. 
The Western Maryland Railway 
reported schedules being maintained.

G arrett County roads in the Oak­ 
land area were in fair condition at 
8:30 p. m., with a temperature of 35. 
There was a three inch snowfall 
there, followed by a rainy afternoon 
and hard rain last night. Officials 
•aid roads were about 60 per cent 
bare and that chains were not 
needed.

Roads were 
fair with bare spots beginning to 
•how up on U. S. Route 40. Chains, 
however, were recommended. 
Allegany County roads in the

Bare Spots Appear 
In the Cumberland area rain and

•pots were showing up. Six trucks 
were out cindering the highways. 
At Town Hill, east of here, it was 
24 and sleeting at 9 p. m. Snow on 
the roads was beginning to break up 
and conditions were believed im­ 
proving. Chains were needed. 
The rising temperature slated for 
the area today is expected to turn 
the sleet into rain. If the weather 
forecast is correct, general improve­ 
ment is to be expected on roads. 
In general, near or above freez­ 
ing weather existed in the area 
last night. 


Farmers in this area are being 
advised that it may become neces­ 
sary to import foreign workers to 
harvest the bumper crops called for 
by the government. 
That Is one opinion heard by more 
than 500 farmers who attended the 
recent Four-State Farmers Meeting 
held in Hagerstown. 
D. A. Tucker, Maryland State Em­ 
ployment Service farm labor rep­ 
resentative, who made the foreign 
workers statement also said that 
civilian workers, housewives and city 
residents might be called upon to 
assist farmers of this area with the 
expected high farm production. 
Tucker emphasized that defense 
work and the draft have decreased 
the number of migrant workers by 
over 20 per cent, but all possible 
steps are being taken to assure 
farmers that no labor shortage will 
develop. 
Farmers from Maryland, West 
Virginia, Pennsylvania and Virginia 
also were advised to place orders 
now for farming equipment that 
will be needed to reach production 
goals. 
Earl Moffatt, extension farm man­ 
agement specialist from Penn State 
College, told the farmers that many 
farm products are now scarce and 
that demand will contine to grow 
until at least two years after the 
national emergency. "Some foreign 
countries are increasing their de­ 
mand for American farm products 
and the armed forces are calling for 
more and more of our goods,” he 
said. "The armed forces also are 
calling for more and more of our 
goods. Plan your production and use 
the best management methods. You 
are going to have to do this to meet 
demands.”

In a letter to Senator Kimble (R- 
Allegany), yesterday the trucking 
official warned that the tax, if 
approved, would be passed on to 
consumers and that the law, if 
passed, would be more difficult to 
enforce than prohibition.

Hearmq Attracts 
M any Witnesses . 
ANNAPOLIS, Jan. 31 (JF)—A bill 
to tax trucks really is one to punish 
overloading, an Eastern Shore bus­ 
inessman said today. 
Elias Nuttle of Denton so summed 
up most of the discussion at a hear­ 
ing before the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee. The senators indicated by 
their questioning they were just as 
interested, if not more, in increasing 
penalties for overloading trucks as 
taxing them. 
The bill recommended by the Tax 
Survey Commission would charge 
trucks over 25,000 pounds two mills 
for each ton carried a mile in Mary­ 
land. The commission estimates It 
would bring in $4,000,000 a year— 
"assuming success in collection.” 
This assumption was cited by 
Joseph Wyatt who represented the 
Maryland Motor Truck Association 
and was a leading spokesman of the 
opponents. 
"Imagine the cost just to check 
the records alone.” he said. 
The 
truck operators would have to keep 
their records of miles traveled and 
submit them for taxation. 
Wyatt, who is Chief Traffic Mag-

In this action the Ziler woman 
sets forth that she was to have been 
married to Cosgrove in 1943 and 
again in 1944 but on both occasions 
his illness prevented a wedding. She 
then states that on or about Novem­ 
ber 5, 1945, they entered into a ver­ 
bal agreement whereby she was to 
serve as his housekeeper for the rest 
of his life on condition that she 
should inherit his property upon his 
death. 
Nevertheless, the declaratlbn reads 
that after Cosgrove’s death his will 
dated November 16, 1940, was admit­ 
ted to probate in Orphans Court. 
Under this will his sister-in-law was 
given all of his property for her life­ 
time except for $500, which was to 
go to Father Thomas Hardesty of 
St. Patrick’s Catholic Church for 
masses for Cosgrove and his wife, 
who had preceded him in death.

EfT D. Burner, 764 Maryland Ave­ 
nue, completed his final run as a 
Baltimore and Ohio conductor yes­ 
terday afternoon with the arrival 
of Train No. 30 from Parkersburg, 
W. Va. 
The 69-year-old veteran began his 
career with the Baltimore and Ohio 
in 1902 and became a freight con­ 
ductor in 1907. He served in that 
capacity until 1940 when he was as­ 
signed to passenger train duty. 
As Burner stepped down from the 
coach he was greeted by G. A. Mc­ 
Ginn, chief clerk, who congratulated 
him on his long service and wished 
him good luck. His stepson, William 
G. Lee, also employed by the Balti­ 
more and Ohio, was there too. 
His last official act was to assist 
his wife. Fay, from the train. She 
met him at Grafton and accom­ 
panied him to Cumberland. 
In addition to his duties with the 
railroad, Burner is past president 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen and served 30 years with 
that organization as treasurer. He 
is also active in the Masons. 
During his long career Burner 
has been conductor on special trains 
carrying Presidents Taft, Harding 
and Franklin Roosevelt. He feels 
that the progress in railroading 
since his early days with the road 
has been little short of phenomonal. 
Reminiscing about his early career, 
Burner, recalls the poor equipment, 
and unsatisfactory working condi­ 
tions, and comparing them with 
present day conditions finds the 
latter "at least 195 per cent Im­ 
proved." 
Narrow Escape 
Burner has had many narrow 
escapes but has never been in a 
serious accident. Asked what out­ 
standing complaint he had against 
the passengers, he replied, “The 
only serious complaint I have is 
those darned people who keep asking 
when we arrive, what town we are 
in, and other foolish questions.” He 
chuckles about the time a passenger 
on his run between Cumberland and 
Parkersburg asked what time the 
train was scheduled to arrive in 
San Francisco. 
Burner plans to devote much of 
his time to his roses, In the culti­ 
vation of which he is somewhat of 
an expert. He grows more than a 
hundred varieties in his garden, 
including 
the 
lately 
developed 
"peach rose” and many varieties of 
rare blooms. Describing himself as 
a "Jack of all trades” Burner says 
he will be dividing his time between 
his roses and his workshop. 
The jovial ex-conductor looks for­ 
ward with some relief to the care­ 
free days ahead “providing,” he says, 
that Mrs. Burner doesn’t put me to 
work around the house." 


Darr Receives 
90 Days In Jail 
In Wife’s Death 


Judge Gives Warning 
On Drunk Driving 


William 
R. 
Darr, 
43-year-old 
Rawlings lumber mill operator, who 
was convicted of manslaughter Jan­ 
uary 17 by an Allegany County Cir­ 
cuit jury, yesterday was sentenced 
to three months in the County Jail 
by Associate Judge George Hender­ 
son. 
Darr was convicted of manslaugh­ 
ter in the death of his wife, Mrs 
Mary Catherine Darr, 40, who died 
in Allegany Hospital the night of 
December 20 after being run over 
on McMullen Highway by a truck 
which her husband was driving past 
their house. 
Judge Henderson, in passing sen­ 
tence upon 
the Rawlings man 
emphasized that Darr was under 
the influence of liquor at the time 
of the accident. 
"In the future those convicted of 
drunken driving can very reasonably 
expect something more than a sim­ 
ple fine,” Judge eHnderson warned 
other motorists as he passed sen 
tence upon Darr. He provided that 
the sentence should not begin until 
February 7 to give the defendant 
an opportunity to 
make certain 
business arrangements. 
Judge Henderson emphasized in 
his remark before passing sentence 
that both he and Associate Judge 
Morgan C. Harris are worried about 
drunken driving cases and reckless 
driving in general. 
The judge also stressed that Darr’s 
action after the tragic accident in 
dicated that he was befuddled by 
liquor. "If he had not been befud­ 
dled. his conduct afterwards in 
starting out on another drinking 
party would have been most re­ 
prehensible," Judge Henderson said. 
"Drunken driving is becoming en­ 
tirely 
too 
common," 
the 
jurist 
added. “It may be the fault of the 
court in being a little too lenient 
and not imposing sentences of im­ 
prisonment. . . "At any rate, while I 
have realized the difficulty on ac­ 
count of Darr’s business and on 
account of his son, I feel that we 
cannot let these things interfere 
with the proper punishment. If we 
do, we can never get anywhere In 
the enforcement of the law. Ar­ 
rangements will, have to be made to 
have the son stay with one of the 
members of the family.”

There was a three inch snowfall 
there, followed by a rainy afternoon 
and hard rain last night. Officials 
said roads were about 60 per cent 
bare and that chains were not 
needed.

"Some foreign 
countries are increasing their de­ 
mand for American farm products 
and the armed forces are calling for 
more and more of our goods,” he 
said. “The armed forces also are 
calling for more and more of our 
goods. Plan your production and use 
the best management methods. You 
are going to have to do this to meet 
demands.”

Elias Nuttle of Denton so summed 
up most of the discussion at a hear­ 
ing before the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee. The senators indicated by 
their questioning they were just as 
interested, if not more, In increasing 
penalties for overloading trucks as 
taxing them.

Judge Gives Warning 
. On Drunk Driving

Darr, 
43-year-old 
Rawlings lumber mill operator, who 
was convicted of manslaughter Jan­ 
uary 17 by an Allegany County Cir­ 
cuit jury, yesterday was sentenced 
to three months in the County Jail 
by Associate Judge George Hender­ 
son. 
Darr was convicted of manslaugh­ 
ter in the death of his wife, Mrs. 
Mary Catherine Darr, 40, who died 
in Allegany Hospital the night of 
December 20 after being nm over 
on McMullen Highway by a truck 
which her husband was driving past 
their house. 
Judge Henderson, in passing sen­ 
tence upon the Rawlings man, 
emphasized that Darr was under 
the influence of liquor at the time 
of the accident. 
“In the future those convicted of 
drunken driving can very reasonably 
expect something more than a sim­ 
ple fine,” Judge eHnderson warned 
other motorists as he passed sen­ 
tence upon Darr. He provided that 
the sentence should not begin until 
February 7 to give the defendant 
an opportunity to make certain 
business arrangements. 
Judge Henderson emphasized in 
his remark before passing sentence 
that both he and Associate Judge 
Morgan C. Harris are worried about 
drunken driving cases and reckless 
driving in general. 
The judge also stressed that Derr’s 
action after the tragic accident in­ 
dicated that he was befuddled by 
liquor. “If he had not been befud­ 
dled, his conduct afterwards in 
starting out on another drinking 
party would have been most re­ 
prehensible,” Judge Henderson said. 
“Drunken driving Is becoming en­ 
tirely too 
common,” 
the 
jurist 
added. “It may be the fault of the 
court in being a little too lenient 
and not imposing sentences of im­ 
prisonment. . . “At any rate, while I 
have realized the difficulty on ac­ 
count of Darr’s business and on 
account of his son, I feel that we 
cannot let these things interfere 
with the proper punishment. If we 
do, we can never get anywhere in 
the enforcement of the law. Ar­ 
rangements will, have to be made to 
have the son stay with one of the 
members of the family.”

A Fair Employment Practice Cummin ion created 
by executive order is understood to be under consider­ 
ation by President Truman. It would function during 
the present emergency to prevent discrimination by- 
race, color or creed in employment in defense indus­ 
tries and also under government contracts or sub­ 
contracts. 
An FEPC functioned for five years during World 
War IL It was set up by executive order of P ru d e n t 
Roosevelt in 1941 Congree later provided funds for 
this temporary FEPC but rejected an appropriation to 
continue it beyond the war period. Inasmuch as 
legislation of 1944 had forbidden any executive agency 
to use government funds for over a year unless 
Congress had appropriated for It, the wartime FEPC 
shut up shop in May, 1946 
The 1944 legislation is still on the statute books.

CHICAGO —UP) — Dinosaurs, the 
big shots of the reptilian era m il­ 
lions of years ago. apparently suf­ 
fered from arthritis in their old age, 
a Smithsonian anthropologist said 
today. 
Dr. T. Dale Stewart told a reporter 
the Smithsonian Institution has a 
dinosaur whose skeleton shows bone 
defects strikingly similar to those 
observed in humans known to be 
suffering from a “degenative arthri­ 
tis” sometimes accompanying old 
age. 
This type of arthritis—believed to 
be due in mast cases just to the 
wear and tear of living—limits the 
activities of its victims and usually 
causes pain. 
Dr. Stewart said the roughening 
of the joints seen in the Smithso­ 
nian’s monstrous dino— measuring 
some 75 feet from nose to tail tip 
presumably would have caused the 
beast to take many a day off to 
rest up from his p>ain. 
The scientist cited the dinosaur 
case as further evidence in support 
of a current study indicating that 
prehistoric men and animals suf­ 
fered from much the same bone 
diseases and deformities that affect 
modem man and beast. 
Stewart 
and 
Doctors 
William 
Tobin and D. J. O ’Regan, of George­ 
town University, Washington, ex­ 
hibited to the American Academy 
of Orthopaedic Surgeon* 
skeletal 
and other evidence indicating such 
conditions in ancient races of man 
They showed a replica of the 
thigh bone of the “Javan ape man” 
—who strutted his stuff some 500,000 
years ago. The specimen shows a 
bony growth which the scientists 
said has been variously interpreted 
as being either a benign tumor of 
the bone—or a formation due to 
an Injury. 
The Java man apparently had 
other troubles, too, because there are 
marks on the bone which the scient­ 
ists said are attributed “ to marks 
made by crocodile teeth ” 
New 
evidence that tuberculosis 
existed in the new world prior to 
the advent of white man—long a 
controversial subject—is also offered 
in the exhibit. Ifs part of the spinal
